TALK IN MODERN TREND 
A little while ago , in England, an asso ciatio n 
was o rganized to revive the lo st art o f co nversa­ 
tio n. 
It is do ubtful if such an o rganizatio n 
wo uld have much influence here. A few Ameri­ 
cans may still talk in the o ld way , but few have 
the patience to listen to them. 
Americans talk much faster than they did two 
decades ago , a sho rthand ex pert anno unces. But 
then twenty y ears ago Englishmen criticised o ur 
brusque and rapid talk. No w we are do ing o ur 
o wn criticising and are pausing to wo nder if in­ 
deed we do no t talk to o rapidly . We think and 
we talk in -headline.” Even so me no vels are o f 
the staccato sty le, but they have had wide po pu­ 
larity , and they have been mo st ex pressive as 
well. 
If we talk mo re rapidly , it is because we are o f 
the times, which also are swifter. There are so 
many things to divert us th at we seem no t to 
have time to speak slo wly and in well-ro unded 
♦sentences. If we have a tho ught, we "get it o ver” 
in the sho rtest sentence po ssible, and it may be 
o nly a phrase and no t a sentence. 
The perio d 
has usurped the ro le o f the semico lo n and the 
dash o ftentimes takes the place o f a finished 
sentence. 
It may be th at the telepho ne co ntributed much 
to o ur faster way o f speaking, and even to the 
eliminatio n o f wo rds th at were no t essential. No 
do ubt we have lo st the o ld art o f co nversatio n, 
but even if it were resto red, ho w general wo uld 
be its acceptance? 
Who wo uld listen? 
It may 
even be th at we have learned to talk faster so we 
can get a wo rd in -edgeway s,” and tho ugh we do 
talk mo re rapidly we do no t say mo re, but what 
we do say is said witho ut lo ss o f time. 
Perhaps we have lo st po ise and dignity because 
o f o ur new metho ds o f speech. Certainly we use 
up mo re energy and rasp o ur o wn and o thers’ 
nerves by o ur -jabbering.” 
Nevertheless, let 
so me o ne in a large co mpany try so me o f that 
co nversatio n which was classed as an art and he 
will no t be heard. 


m o ney fo r h ealth 
It is well to remember, as was recalled at the 
meeting o f a medical gro up in New Yo rk, that 
health is no t purchasable, tho ugh the co nstant 
discussio n o f new cures and remedial measures 
co nvey s the impressio n th at mo ney can buy im­ 
munity fro m all the ills th at flesh is heir to . But 
certainly we spend mo re to day fo r health than 
any generatio n in histo ry , whether we get it o r 
no t. 
A life insurance co mpany estimates the annual 
medical bill o f the family at an average o f $140, 
and this figure is o ften very greatly ex ceeded 
when misfo rtune pay s to o many visits to an 
average ho me. 
The do cto rs are co ncerned o ver the high co st 
o f cure. 
They insist, ho wever, th at the majo r 
part o f the increase is no t a m atter o f high fees, 
but o f the accesso ry co sts o f sickness and its 
treatm ent. 
Less than 30 per cent, they say , o f mo ney spent 
fo r cure go es to the phy sician. The high co st o f 
specialists is blamed fo r the rising average o f 
medical ex pense, while medicines, nurses, sup­ 
plies and ho spital ex penses co ntribute to the 
to tal. 
It is suggested as a remedy that the state will 
eventually take o ver all respo nsibility fo r public 
health, and it is already evident that medical 
practice is mo ving in that directio n. Eleven per 
cent o f all the do cto rs are said to be o n a salary 
basis, which means that they are asso ciated with 
so me institutio n devo ted to the healing art. 
In New Yo rk the patro nage o f the free ho spi­ 
tals increases co nsiderably faster than do es the 
po pulatio n. 
These are signs o f change but no t 
necessarily o f pro gress. It is by no means cer­ 
tain that state medicine will mean better medi­ 
cine o r that the familiar abuses o f o fficial au ­ 
tho rity can be kept away fro m the im po rtant 
pro blem o f the public health. 
Tho se who have kno wn the friendly and sy m­ 
pathetic ministratio ns o f a family do cto r will no t 
lo o k kindly at the pro spect o f a state departm ent 
o f medicine which puts him o ut o f business.

TALK IN MODERN TREND 


A little while ago, in England, an association 


was organized to revive the lost art of conversa- 
tion. It is doubtful if such an organization 
would have much influence here. A few Ameri- 
cans may still talk in the old way, but few have 
the patience to listen to them. 


Americans talk much faster than they did two 


decades ago, a shorthand expert announces. But 
then twenty years ago Englishmen criticised oiir 
brusque and rapid talk. Now we are doing our 
own criticising and are pausing to wonder if in- 
deed we do not talk too rapidly. We think and 
we talk in "headline." Even some novels are of 
the staccato style, but they have had wide popu- 
larity, and they have been most expressive as 
well. 
If we talk more rapidly, it is because we are of 


the times, which also are swifter. There ate so 
many things to divert us that we seem not to 
have time to speak slowly and in well-rounded 
.sentences. If we have a thought, we "get it over" 
in the shortest sentence possible, and it may be 
only a phrase and not a sentence. The period 
has usurped the role of the semicolon and the 
dash oftentimes takes the place of a finished 
sentence. 
It may be that the telephone contributed much 


to our faster way of speaking, and even to the 
elimination of words that were not essential. No 
doubt we have lost the old art of conversation, 
but even if it were restored, how general would 
be its acceptance? Who would listen? It may 
even be that we have learned to talk faster so we 
can get a word in "edgeways," and though we do 
talk more rapidly we do not say more, but what 
we do say is said without loss of time. 


Perhaps we have lost poise and dignity because 


of our new methods of speech. Certainly we use 
up more energy and rasp our own and others' 
nerves by our -jabbering." 
Nevertheless, let 


some one in a large company try some of that 
conversation which was classed as an art and he 
will not be heard. 


MONEY FOR HEALTH 


It is well to remember, as was recaUed at the 


meeting of a medical group in New York, that 
health is not purchasable, though the constant 
discussion of new cures and remedial measures 
conveys the impression that money can buy im- 
munity from all the ills that flesh is heir to. But 
certainly we spend more .today for health than 
any generation in history, whether we get it or 
not. 


A life insurance company estimates the annual 


medical bill of the family at an average of $140 
and this figure is often very greatly exceeded 
when misfortune pays too many visits to an 
average home. 
The doctors are concerned over the high cost 


of cure. They insist, however, that the major 
part of the increase is not a matter of high fees, 
but of the accessory costs of sickness and its 
treatment. 


Less than 30 per cent, they say, of money spent 


for cure goes to the physician. The high cost of 
specialists is blamed for the rising average of 
medical expense, while medicines, nurses, sup- 
plies and hospital expenses contribute to the 
total. 


It is suggested as a remedy that the state will 


eventually take over all responsibility for public 
health, and it is already evident that medical 
practice is moving in that direction. Eleven per 
cent of all the doctors are said to be on a salary 
basis, which means that they are associated with 
some institution devoted to the healing art. 


In New York the patronage of the free hospi- 


tals increases considerably faster than does the 
population. These are signs of change but not 
necessarily of progress. It is by no means cer- 
tain that state medicine will mean better medi- 
cine or that the familiar abuses of official au- 
thority can be kept away from the important 
problem of the public health. 


Those who have known the friendly and sym- 


pathetic ministrations of a family doctor will not 
look kindly at the prospect of a state department 
of medicine which puts him out of business.

A sound piece 
of advice is offered next. "Start

early-hatched, 
vigorous 


chicks;" with the explanation 
given that early-hatched chicks 
mean pullets, laying early in the 
fall at the beginning of high 
prices, and broilers ready before 
the market is glutted. 


Not more than 360 chicks 


should 
be" placed in a 10x12 


brooder house, the next law de- 
clares, since ' more than this 
number will mean crowding. 


Commandment No. 6 explains 


that a drinking fountain and a 
two-foot Startena feeder should 
be provided lot each 50 chicks to 
allow each individual chick all 
the room it needs to get feed and 
water.

advised against in No. 7. Chicks 
should be taught to roost early, 
says No. 8, -usually beginning 
about the third or fourth week.

Neapolitan morticians with a se- 
cret method which they claim to 
have inherited from the ancient 
Egyptians, lies in a little chapel 
in the cemetery of the Madonna 
de Pianto here. The chapel was 
built by his widow. 


Mrs. Caruso decided upon the 


embalming so their 
daughter 


Gloria might see her father 
when she grew up, as he was at 
the height of his fame. 


Mrs.> Caruso also ordered 
a 


glass coffin, with one side remov- 
able, and hundreds of tourists 
have seen the body with face full 
as in life. 
But the embalming process 


cannot preserve the clothes, so 
Caruso's shroud must be changed 
at certain intervals. This has us- 
ually been done with one of the 
professors of the Scientific Insti- 
tute of Naples directing. 


And thus arose the rumor of 


the Caruso cult, a rumor which 
had it that 48 members compos- 
ing the cult met at the tomb at 
certain intervals and observed a 
ritual which included reclothing 
the body. 
Caruso's heirs determined to

Allen, 7, of Brooklyn, N. Y., who 
was critically ill at Long Island 
College Hospital in need of a 
blood transfusion. A doctor call- 
ed the Brooklyn Edison Com- 
pany for volunteers. The com- 
pany sponsors six Troops of Boy 
Scouts and some of them were 
receiving signalling instruction 
under Scoutmaster Charles E. 
Gallagher when reached by the 
call. Eighty Boy Scouts from the 
Edison Troops promptly re- 
sponded and called at the hos- 
pital. 


Before all could be tested, 


Assistant Scoutmaster Robert 
Healy, 21, of Troop No. 301 
Brooklyn, was accepted and the 
transfusion was made at once. 
Young Allen is showing rapid 
improvement, it is reported, and 
will soon leave the hospital. 


The other case reported by A. 


W. Allen, Scout Executive at 
Asheville, N. C., not only told of 
a blood transfusion for a little 
orphan girl six years of age but 
also told of two similar calls in 
the same city in recent months.
